georgia  peaches 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  peaches 
produced  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  for  de- 
fense and  private  account,  and  the  fol- 
lowing order  is  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1405.43  Restrictions  relative  to  the 
shipment  of  peaches — (a)  Definitions. 
(1)  "Peaches"  means  any  and  all 
peaches  in  fresh  form,  grown  and  located 
in  the  State  of  Georgia. 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  corporation, 
business  trust,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(3)  "Ship"  means  to  ship  peaches  by 
private  carrier  or  common  carrier  from 

a  point  within  Georgia  to  a  point  outside  . 
of  Georgia. 

(4)  "U.  S.  No.  2  grade"  means  U.  S. 
No.  2  grade  as  defined  in  "U.  S.  Standards 
For. Peaches  (1933),"  issued  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  April22, 
1933,  and  reissued  by  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministration on  June  22, 1943,  as  in  effect 
at  the  time  peaches  subject  hereto  are 
shipped. 

(5)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  shall 
ship  peaches  which  fail  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  U.  S.  No.  2  grade  with 
respect  to  decay,  maturity,  worms,  and 
worm  holes,  but  in  any  bulk  lo^  of 
peaches  or  in  any  lot  of  packages  of 
peaches  not  more  than  an  average  of 
10%,  by  count,  of  the  peaches  may  fail 
to  meet  such  requirements,  but  no  more 
than  an  average  of  Vio  of  this  tolerance 
(1%)  shall  be  allowed  for  decay:  Pro- 
vided, That  not  more  than  15%,  by  count, 
of  the  peaches  in  an  individual  package 
in  any  lot  shipped  may  fail  to  meet  the 
requirements  with  respect,  to  maturity, 
decay,  worms,  and  worm  holes,  but  of 
this  tolerance,  not  more  than  %5  (2%) 
shall  be  allowed  for  decay.  The  peaches 
may  fail  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
U.  S.  No.  2  grade  other  than  for  matur- 
ity, decay,, worms,  and  worm  holes. 

(2)  No  person  shall  ship  peaches  un- 


less such  peaches  have  been  inspected 
by  an  authorized  representative  of  the 
Federal-State  inspection  service,  and 
each  shipper  of  peaches  shall  submit 
promptly,  to  the  Director,  Office  of  Dis- 
tribution, S05  Grand  Bldg.,  Macon, 
Georgia,  the  Federal-State  shipping 
point  inspection  certificate  with  respect 
to  each  shipment  of  peaches  by  such  per- 
son. Such  certificate  shall  set  forth 
whether  the  peaches,  contained  in  such 
shipment,  comply  with  or  meet  the  mini- 
mum requirements  set  forth  in  (b)  (1) 
hereof.  Peaches  once  inspected  pursu- 
ant hereto  may  be  shipped  without  fur- 
ther inspection  if  such  peaches  meet  the 
requirements  of  (b)  (1)  hereof. 

(3)  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be 
observed  by  each  person  affected  by  this 
order  without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
creditors,  existing  contracts,  or  pay- 
ments made. 

(4)  The  Director  may  release  from  the 
provisions  of  this  order  any  lot  of  peaches 
for  use  in  the  production  for  sale  of  any 
product  containing  7  percent,  or  more, 
of  alcohol,  by  volume,  if  such  use  of  the 
lot  of  peaches  has  been  authorized  pur- 
suant to  WFO  69,  as  amended,  9  F.R. 
4321,  4319  (formerly  designated  as  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  69,  as  amended,  8 
F.R.  10477,  9  F.R.  4321,  431J,  4528) . 

(c)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks 
of  peaches  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  the  Director's  discre- 
tion, to  the  enforcement  or  administra- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  to 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  who  ships  peaches 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  des- 
ignate), maintain"  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  peaches. 

(e)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 


sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(f)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  peaches,  or 
any  other  material  subject  to  priority  or 
allocation  control  by  any  governmental 
agency.  In  addition,  any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws. 
Further,  civil  aetion  may  be  instituted  to 
enforce  any  liability  or  duty  created  by, 
or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  pro- 
vision of  this  order. 

(g)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(h)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications, other  than  those  required 
to  be  submitted  pursuant  to  (b)  (2)  here- 
of, concerning  this  order  shall,  unless  in- 
structions to  the  contrary  are  issued  by 
the  Director,  be  addressed  to  the  Director 
of  Distribution,  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.  WFO  102. 

(i)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall  be- 
come effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  June 
9,  1944.

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War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  102 

War  Pood  Order  102,  effective  12:01 
a.  m.,  EWT,  June  9,  1944,  restricts  the 
shipment,  from  any  point  within  the 
State  of  Georgia  to  any  point  outside  of 
all  peaches  which  fail  to  meet,  except 
for  certain  permitted  tolerances,  the  re- 
quirements of  U.  S.  No.  2  grade  with  re- 
spect to  decay,  maturity,  worms,  and 
worm  holes.  Tolerances  allowed  for  any 
bulk  lot  of  peaches  or  for  any  lot  of  pack- 
ages of  .peaches  permit  not  more  than  an 
average  of  10  percent,  by  count,-  of  the 


peaches  to  fail  to  meet  the  U.  S.  No.  2 
grade  requirements  for  decay,  maturity, 
worms  and  worm  holes,  except  that  not 
more  than'l  percent  is  permitted  for  de- 
cay and  provided  further  that  not  more 
than  15  percent,  by  count,  of  the  peaches 
in  an  individual  package  in  any  lot 
shipped  may  fail  to  meet  the  require- 
ments with  respect  to  maturity,  worms, 
worm  holes  and  decay,  except  not  more 
than  2  percent  shall  be  allowed  for  de- 
cay. The  peaches  may  fail  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  U.  S.  No.  2  grade  other 
than  for  maturity,  worms,  worm  holes,  or 
decay. 


The  order  provides  also  that  no  person 
shall  ship  peaches  unless  such  peaches 
have  been  inspected  by  the  Federal-State 
inspection  service  and  that  each  shipper 
shall  submit  promptly  to  the  Director, 
Office  of  Distribution,  305  Grand  Build- 
ing, Macon,  Georgia,  a  Federal-State 
shipping  point  inspection  certificate  with 
respect  to  each  shipment  of  peaches  by 
such  person. 

Peaches  released  from  the  restrictions 
of  WFO  69,  as  amended,  for  use  in  the 
manufacture  of  alcoholic  products  may 
be  released  by  the  Director  of  Distribu- 
tion from  the  restrictions  of  WFO  102.
